Several Thousand March 
Peacefully To Fort Ord

"There are army undercover men in 
the crowd that will attempt to get 
you to provoke military forces at the 
gates," said a leader of the Movement 
for a Democratic Military. He spoke 
to a crowd of 3000 at a pre-march 
rally in Marina Saturday. The march 
and rally at Marina Beach were part 
of a day-long protest against the 
military and the war in Southeast 
Asia. 

Marchers were given the telephone 
number of the Legal Aid Society in 
Seaside, and told to shout out their 
names if they were busted. Consider- 
ing the tense atmosphere, anything 
and everything could be expected as 
the march drew closer to the gates of 
Hore, Ora. 

Students from Monterey Peninsula 
College acted as moniters and crowd- 
control for the march. Law students 
were asked to serve as legal observ- 
ers. 

After being cautioned to "Keep it 
cool," the march started out at a 
pedestrian foot bridge over the 


highway. American and red flags as 
well as scores of signs protesting 


the war, calling for the freeing of 
Huey Newton and Bobby Seale and pur- 
suring a variety of other diverse 
causes. 

Most vocal of the marchers were 
the Women's Lib contingent, who 
chanted the whole length of the march 
such colorful phrases as "Kick the 
Brass an the Ass," or “2, 4, 6, 8, 
Come on Women Smash the State." 

The March moved south on the left

USA Invades 
Draftboard 


"We've managed to interfer with 
the efficient operation of the draft 
board," said United Students for Ac- 
tion (USA) member Lee Thomas concern- 
ing USA's continuing invasion of the 
draft board in Salinas. For the past 
week USA has been sending a morning 
and afternoon squad of four to eight 
people each to draft board no. 65 for 
purposes of harassment with the in- 
tent of forcing the draft board to 
close. Thomas said it will continue 
until the Congress closes the draft 
baords or USA does. He added, "One 
of our biggest supporters is Presi- 
dent Nixon who wants a volunteer ar- 


The action by USA has run into no 
encounter with law enforcement offi- 
cials. Thomas explained that every- 
thing USA isedoing, to: force: che

Ron Rogers, USA member who has 
been going to local board 65 regular- 
ly, explained some of the methods the 
protesters use: he said they tie up 
the employees with question of both a 
legal and a moral nature. Rogers 
cited one question: "Would God be 
classified as a CO?" Tt took, said 
Rogers, quite a while for them to ar- 
rive at a conclusion. But they f1i- 
nally agreed that God would be class- 
ified as a CO. 

In addition to asking questions, 
members of USA have been sending as- 
sorted facts and data to the board 
with requests that they be filed. 
Such things as daily pulse rates and 
Bibles are among some of the items 
that have been sent to the Salinas 
board on a regular basis. 

Rogers noted that the draft board 
is required by law to answer all 
questions and file anything that a 
draft registrant requests to have 
filed. 

Thomas said that reaction from the 
board's employees are mixed. "Some 
of the employees don't mind," said 
Thomas, “and others get upset. When 
we (USA) come to the draft board with 
extraordinary requests some employees 
don't know how to respond." He added 
that one girl offered to quit her job 
and Thomas said USA will help her 
find another.

The action taken by Mr. Anderson 
was not on behalf of the local Chap- 
ter. While I'm sure Mr. Anderson 
acted with good intentions, he had 
not consulted with either the execu- 
tive committee or the membership of 
AGS prior to submitting the resolu- 
tion. Instead, he proposed the reso- 
lution as an individual delegate. 

The resolution was first introduced 
at the "presidents' workshop" in 
which he was one of four members. 

The other three delegates did not 
show up; therefore, the resolution 
passed with a unanimous one vote: 

his own. From there it was presented 
to the general assembly where, after 
a lengthy debate, it passed by the 
narrow margin of one vote. 

What needs to be understood is 
that neither the opinion expressed in 
Mr. Anderson's resolution nor any 
other opinion could be said to repre- 
sent that of the membership of AGS. 
Alpha Gamma Sigma is a collection of 
students brought together solely on 
the basis of academic scholarship.

To: the Editor: 


At a recent noon forum, sponsored 
by the United Students for Action, a 
fellow teacher asked me why I was out 
there stirring up the students. His 
question betrayed what Nietzsche 
called the error of confusing cause 
and effect. (Reagan's charge that 
campus unrest is the work of a few 
trouble makers among the faculty and 
students reflects the same error.) 


What is stirring up the students, 
and should be stirring up the teach- 
ers as well, is Vietnam, Cambodia, 
Kent, Jackson and Augusta. The fact 
is, all our college campuses are be- 
coming responsible for making social 
changes that have not been made by 
other institutions. In spite of the 
violence that has sometimes accompa- 
nied student protests, “universities 
have strengthened our students' faith 
in our basic freedoms and democratic 
ideals, ' “says UC chancelilior at) Berke=— 
ley, Roger Heyns. 


There are now over 8 million stu- 
dents on college campuses, with near- 
ly one million in California. All 
opinion surveys indicate these stu- 
dents are much more militant for so- 
cial and economic changes than others 
in their peer group who have not at- 
tended college. This tells me.two 
things: (1) On the basis of numbers 
alone, students are rapidly becoming 
a new focus of political power; (2) 
Educational practice of the college 
and university must increasingly take 
into account the political role stu- 
dents are taking in our national 
ive: 


We have seen over the past six 
years an ever larger percentage of 
college students engaging themselves 
in politics, both in terms of ideas 
and action. During the McCarthy cam- 
paign many students learned how to 
operate in the political sphere. 
These lessons are now being put to 
use on campuses across the nation to 
elect peace candidates in November. 


Last week MPC President Faul sent 
a telegram to Senator Mark Hatfield 
in support of the amendment to end 
the war in Vietnam. During the same 
week President Charles Hitch told the 
UC regents, "We are not dealing any 
longer with a minority...What we have 
now in California and throughout the 
country iS an unprecedented consensus 
of the academic community." 


Princeton University has changed 
its academic calendar to allow stu- 
dents two weeks for political activi- 
ty before the November election. Re- 
gent Frederick Dutton has moved to 
have the fall quarter of the Univer- 
sity of California begin 10 days ear- 
ly to provide for student political 
activism during the election. These 


are Signs that changes are taking 
place in the sociology of American 
politics and education. As students, 
faculty and administrators, we have

Danley was asked what he wanted to do 
with the food) from the hot lunch 
counter. He said he would give it to 
some charity. Under no circumstances 
was the food from the hot lunch coun- 
ter to be given away or sold to the 
Student body.
